El Tour de Tucson Bike Race 
Hams Play Huge Part 


The El Tour de Tucson bike race happened on Saturday November 19th, 2022 
in Tucson and near by areas. There is a whole lot of planning that goes into 
these bike races that have thousands of riders riding in it ever year, on the 
Saturday before Thanksgiving. When it comes to safety, the local Ham Radio 
Operators play a large part. Hams are placed at every Aid Station along the 
102 mile route. Ham Radio Operators are also stationed at the Pima County 
Office of Communications Center, which works with authorities that are 
stationed in the Emergency Operations Center, located at the same location. 


This important safety measure allows the field operators stationed at each Aid 
Station, to radio back the the EOC for any reason that might be for 
emergencies, riders that drop out and need a ride back to the Start/Finish line 
and messages that need to be relayed back to the EOC and race officials from 
the field. 


This year's event went very well. Much thanks to the Pima Emergency 
Communications and Operations Center, the Oro Valley ARC and the Green 
Valley ARC for allowing us to use their mountain top repeater sites for this 
function. Coverage was excellent for the field operators and were able to 
communicate back to PCOEM, Pima County Office of 

Emergency Management's radio room, stationed by 

seasoned Amateur Radio Operators.

Larry and Dave are retired schoolteachers and that made things even 
better. We sure had a great time!

To the best of my knowledge, in the 
old days, we did not refer to them as HT's, they were called Walkie Talkies and a 
few of us “Old Timers” still call them Walkie Talkies. 


In our modern day era, we can buy HT’s (Walkie Talkies) that will fit in our shirt 
pocket and even smaller. I once owned a 2 Meter HT that was literally the size 
of a standard credit card with a small telescoping antenna built in. That was 
small AND IT WORKED!!! 


Modern day HT’s can be built almost on one tiny little chip inside the radio. 
Pretty amazing what the world of semi-conductors have evolved into. Yes, even 
the Smartphone has brought the “Power Of Small” into a case that fits in your 
pocket, yet has so much power and functionality. I remember when the only 
thing you could do with a cell phone, was make a phone call.

Ingredients 

1 pound large shrimp, preferably wild (about 24), peeled, deveined, and tails removed 
1 tablespoon chipotle-in-adobo sauce (from a 7-ounce can) 

1 packed teaspoon grated lime zest and 2 Tbsp fresh juice, plus 1 more lime, halved 
2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil, plus more for brushing 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

1 medium white onion, cut into 1/2-inch rounds 

1/2 medium pineapple, cored and cut into 1/2-inch rounds 

8 flour or corn tortillas (each 6 inches) 

1/3 cup packed chopped cilantro, plus sprigs for serving 

Avocado slices and sour cream, for serving 


Directions 
Step 1: Heat grill to medium-high; place a large cast-iron skillet on grates to preheat. 
Toss shrimp with adobo, zest, oil, and 1/2 teaspoon salt. Lightly brush onion and 
pineapple with oil; grill directly on grates, flipping once, until charred in spots, 6 to 8 
minutes. Let cool slightly. Grill tortillas, flipping once, until charred, about 30 seconds; 
wrap in parchment-lined foil. Roughly chop pineapple and onion; toss with lime juice 
and cilantro. Season with salt and pepper. 


Step 2: Add shrimp and lime halves to skillet and cook, flipping once, until shrimp are 
pink and just cooked through, 3 minutes. Let lime halves),
